Shoot Cellkeeper but Use of 
Dynamite to Gain Free- 
dom Is Prevented. — 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CANYON CITY, Colo., April 26.—T wo 


convicts are dead and two: others and 
a cellhouse keeper are wounded as the 
result of a desperate battle, following 


an attempt of the prisoners to escape 
from the State Penitentiary. 

More than 100 shots were fired by the 
prisoners who had suceeded in getting 
possession of revolvers and: by the 
guards who attacked them from the 
walls. One of the convicts was shot 
dowm, but not killed, when he attempt- 
ed ta light five sticks of. dynamite he 
had placed against the wall. 

The dead are: 

HARRY BROPHY, 

ANDREW JOHNSON. 

The wounded are: 

John Bradley, 

W. J. Williams, 

John Emery, cellhouse keeper. 

Emery was the only attache of the 
penitentiary who was wounded. ‘The 
other four were convicts who joined in 
the dash for liberty. 


Cell Keeper Shot Down, 

The attack came suddenly when 
Emery opened the barred door of the 
celihouse to admit the prison orchestra. 
Brophy, who had been provided with 
implements from the outside and had 
prepared his companions for the at- 
tack, leaped out of his cell, to the door 
of which he previously had fitted a key, 
and, drawing a revolver from the cover 
of his blankets, fired on the keeper. 

The bullet from Brophy’s revolver hit 
Emery in the right leg and he fell to 
the floor, helpless.‘ He shouted to other 
guards, who were in another wing of 
the prison, but in the meantime Brophy 
unlocked the doors of the cells where 
Johnson, Bradley, Williams end dohn 
Miller were imprisoned, 

‘The four men picked up Emery and 
after breaking the bars from a window, 
where the steel Had been filed netrly 
off: they rtished out into the yard. 
Emery was used: as a shield to protect 
the. convicts: from the nulets of the 
guards. 

Johnson was shot down ane killed by 

o guard as he was climbing out.of the 
itndioer. Bradicy was wounded only a 
moment later, leaving Brophy and Wil- 
‘liams to face the storm of bullets aimed 
at them. , 

Brophy replied with revolver shots 
when he and Williams were challenged, 
but a bullet struck him in the head 
and he fell dead. 

Warden Joins in Battle. 

Williams, meanwhile, had réached the 
cover of the walls and was engaged 
in trying to set off the dynamite charge 
when he was shot down by Warden 
Tynan. The Warden rushed to the 
scene as soon as the sounds of the shots 
iwere heard and engaged in the battle 
with the convicts. 

Not more than half a dozen of the 
prison guards engaged in subduing the 
convicts who were trying to escape, the 
others devoting tHeir attention to keep- 
ing the other prisoners from an uprising. 
Their cells wefe double-barred by the 
first guards who/answered the call fer 
help, and they have been watched close- 
ly since that time. 

It is ‘believed that the. two convicts 
who were killed and the two who were 
wounded were the only ones who were 
engaged in the plot. An investigation is 
being made by the prison authorities 
and the wounded men will be questioned 
as soon as they have revived sufficient- 
ly from their injuries.

The first. known record of Meyse is 
during the Spanish-American-war, when 
he ~was'serving asia private in the Sec- 
ond Mississippi, stationed: at Columbia, 
Tenn... He was charged with imperson- 
ating an ‘officer, but escaped punishment. 

In 1902, according to information gath- 
ered by Inspector Sullivan;~Moyse. ap-. 
pearéd in Atlanta, Ga., where one-of his 
friends was on trial for fraud. Moyse is 
alleged to have appeared In court with 
the announcement that he was a memi- 
ber of a New York law firm employed 
te defend the man: Though Moyse had’ 
never studied léw, le conducted the de- 
fense, addressed the jury and freed his 
friend. 

In 1903, he appeared in New Orleans, 
clad as a captain in the navy.

HITHER TAX BILL 


A. J. Genteman Accused of 
Giving Her Bogus Receipts 
for Three Years. 


AMOUNTS WERE SMALL 


Irregularity Discovered When 
Koeln Sends Out Delin- 
’ quency Notices.

August J. Gentemann of 1455 Clinton 
street, a census enumerator, is charged 
with third-degree forgery In a warrant 
wsued by the Circuit Attorney’s office 


Tuesday, at the request of City Collector 
Koeln. 

Koeln applied for the information fol- 
lowing the discovery of spurious tax 
bills placed in his hands by Mrs. Theresa 
Gentemann, the young man’s mother. 
it Was announced that the grand jury 
will begin an immediate investigation of 
the matter. 

Mrs. Gentemann, who lives with her 
son at the Clinton street address, is ‘de- 
linquent in tax payments for three 
years, according to Koeln’s records. In- 
vestigation by the police indicate that 
Mrs. Gentemann has been defrauded 
out of $114, as her tax receipts for two 
of the years have been pronounced 
forgeries. A third was a tax receipt for 
1906, which had been changed to appear 
to have been a receipt for the year 1909. 

Recently Collector Koeln sent Mrs. 
Gentemann a notice that her taxes 
would have to be paid or suit would be 
filed. Mrs. Gentemann told the Collector 
that she had paid taxes to date and held 
receipts therefor. 

When she produced the receipts they 
were found not te conform with those 
issued by the Collector’s office. Delin- 
quent tax bills are of colored paper. 
Mrs. Gentemann’s receipts were regular 
forms, but were made out irregularly. 

She told Koeln she was unable to get 
downtown to pay her taxes three years 
ago, and allowed her sons, August J. 
and John Gentemann, to pay the bills 
for hér. On that occasion, she said, 
the bill was $51.22. She said her son 
August told her he knew two young 
men in the City Hall, one named Shee- 
han-‘in the Collector’s office and another 
named Weber in the Assessor’s office, 
and that they had cut the bill down to 
$88 as a favor to him. Mrs. Gentemann 
said her son gave her the difference, 
$13.22. She says her son paid $53.76 in 
1908 and $61.98 in 1909. 

The bills produced by Mrs. Gentemann 
display gross ignorance of the amounts 
due for taxes the two first years, as 
shown by the figures detailing the 
amounts that should be paid “or State, 
city and School Board purposes. The 
1907 .bill charges $18.17 for State pur- 
poses at a rate of 17 cents a hundred, 
while but 18.85 cents is taxed for city 
purposes at a rate of $1.45 a hundred. 

Two of the receipts bear the name 


german, Jr. The name is written in 
a hand that does not resemble the 
former collector’s signature in any 
manner. One of the receipts is 
signed “F. Sheehan” and another 
“Frank Sheehan.” 

The third receipt is a legitimate tax 
bill for the year 1906. It is signed 
properly, the only change:being that 
in the date. 

Prior to Gentlemann’s arrest Col- 
lector Koeln received a letter exon- 
erating Sheehan from any blame in 
the matter. 

Collector Koeln believes the ‘sign- 
ing of Sheehan’s name to the re- 
ceipts was a forgery.

He lived in a modestly fur- 
nished three-story house on West End 
avenue, his home being conducted on 
the scale of a man who earns from 
$8000 to $10,000 a year. In March of 196 
he was chosen counsel by the legislative 
committee appointed to investigate the 
price of gas in this city. 

That was his first step toward fame. 
Bighty-cent gas for the 4,500,000 people 
of this city was the direct consequence 
of his work, and the law he evolved 
stood every assault and test the in- 
genuity and wealth of the Gas Trust 
could make. 
distinction. 

In August of that year when another 
legislative committee, appointed to in- 
vestigate the evils ef life insurance,

@capable counsel, it ransacked the city,

In the fall of 1906 he was nominated 
for Governor on the Republican ticket 
and he won, defeating William R. 
Hearst. who headed. the Democratic tick- 
et.

Hughes had about $60,000—the savings 
of a life of ceaseless work. Practically 
all of it is gone now. He probably 
hasn’t $10,000 left, and he has a wife, 
three children and an aged father—a 
superannuated Baptist. minister—to pro- 
vide for. 

Gov. Hughes was re-elected in 1908, 
after the Republican machine leaders 
had tried to prevent his renomination. 
His two terms at Albany have been a 
ceaseless warfare with the ‘‘practical’’ 
men of his own party. 

Regarded As a Joke. 

shey regarded him as a joke at first, 
but later found him a fighter of rare 
and unprecedented skill, and learned to 
dread and fear him. All of their efforts 
to entangle him and nullify his plans 
yproved futile, and one. after another of 
the old leaders was driven into oblivion. 

The long struggle has been hard on 
.ughes. He has aged in looks ten or 
twelve years in the three and one-third 
years he has spent in Albany. He is 
only 48 years old now, but looks much 
older. The past year hag all but worn 
him out. He is a prodigious worker 
and has rare capacity for getting 
through @ multitude of tasks, but he 
admits the amount of labor he mapped 
out for himself as Governor has 
swamped him and that to do it con- 
scientiously and scrupulously is beyond 
the power of any oné man. 

Gov. Hughes was born in Glen Falls, 
N. Y., in 1862. He was educated at 
Brown University and the Columbia 
Law School. He taught law at Cornell 
University from 1891 to 1898, and then 
began to practice in this city. He was 
senior member of the firm. of Hughes, 
Rounds & Schurman when he first ran’ 
for governor. 

At the Republican national convention 
of 1908 he was mentioned for. the presi- 
dential nomination, and New York 
State gave him a complimentary vote, 
but the Taft “steam roller’ smashed 
fiat the hopes of his friends. 

Mrs. Hughes was Miss Antonette Cari 
ter of Delhi, N. Y. His eldest child is 
a boy, who is grown, the other two are 
girls, still at school. 

In his first campaign Mr. Hughes was 
only @ moderately good speaker. Now 
he is regarded as one of the ablest, 
most effective speakers in public life. 
His ene hobby is the law. He can get 
endless amusement out of wrestling with 
intricate legal problems.

BERLIN, April 26.—After having

“Poia,” the Tageblatt publishes a re- 
port that “Poia” has to be withdrawn. 

The authorities of the Royal Opera 
House promptly issued a flat denial 
of the report and demanded to know 
why the false statement was printed. 
The Lokal Anzeiger offered the ex- 
cuse that some man unknown to it 
had telephoned the “news.” 

It is recalled that when the 
nouncement that “Pola” had been 
accepted by the Royal Opera was 
published last July the Lokal Anzeig- 
er made haste to deny it, remarking 
that Arthur Nevin, the composer, 
must have been sunstruck to “imag- 
ine that Emperor William's opera 
house would accept American trash.” 

After the announcement proved to 
be true the Lokal Anzeiger explained 
that when the story was first printed 
it sent a reporter to the opera house 
toe inquire and that the reporter did 
inquire Of a porter at a door, who 
said he didn’t know anything about 
an opera called “Bia,” on the etrength 
of which information the Lokal An- 
seiger denied that the opera was to 
be produced there.

HOURS OF LABOR FOR WOMEN. 

The Illinois Supreme Court has come finally 
to the view that the Legislature can regulate the 
working hours of women. It has sustained the 
law making ten hours per day the limit a woman 
may work. This accords with the prevailing ju- 
dicial decisions. 

The right to sell their labor and mgke con- 
tracts as they please is inalienable in men but 
in the case of women the law takes account of 
physical differences and the obligations of ma- 
ternity. The State’s police power is invoked to 
forbid labor so continuous and ‘burdensome that 
physical impairment is likely to result in the de- 
struction or deterioration of the race.

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Rock, and heavy frosts extending to 
Vicksburg, Miss., Monday night in- 
creased the damage to the Southern cot- 
ton crop, now believed to have been the 
most serious result of the present spring 
cold wave. Throughout the South tem- 
peratures were lower than in St. Louls, 
where the lowest record Monday night 
was 37 degrees. 

There were light frosts at Fort Worth, 
Tex., and Shreveport, La., and light and 
heavy frosts in Kansas and states to the 
horth in the Missouri basin. East and 
north of St. Louis storms or cloudy 
weather and -high temperature pre- 
vailed. 

The nation’s total loss from the un- 
timely cold is estimated by the Chicago 
Tribune at $620,000,000. The Tribune 
states th&t its estimate is that of Chi- 
cago Board of Trade experts. It is be- 
lieved to be exaggerated, in view of the 
fact that accurate figures are not avail- 
able anywhere, and that replanting and 
resprouting will repair a part—no one 
can tell how large a part—ef the dam- 
age.

Half the cotton crop has been kiled, 
experts say, constituting a greater loss 
than any other single item. 

The direct and heaviest sufferers are 
the growers, and’ after them the public, 
which must pay high prices for nearly 
every necessity of life. Vegetables and 
fruit will be scarce, meat will go higher 
from the shrinkage of grain, as will 
flour and other cereals, The spinner 
must pay more for his cotton, which 
means an advance in clothing. 

Seed. Hits High Level. 

The weather conditions in the Far 
South are extraordinary. Not only have 
Leuisiana and Mississippi suffered frost 
and coid, but the greater part of Georgia 
has. been wrapped in a- snowy blizzard 
and there the cotton flelds and crops of 
all kinds have been devastated. 

The demand for cotton seed with 
which, by replanting, to retrieve part 
of the loss, is so great that at New 
Orleans yesterday, according to dis- 
patches, the price for cotton seed rose 
to the highest price on record, long sta- 
ple selling for $150 a ton, and ordinary 
seed $50 to $75 a ton, Cotton jumped 
$2.50 a. bale over the close of Saturday. 
The only winners by the visitation are 
Patten and his bull associates in the 
cotton squeeze, who will realize millions 
by the slump in the crop. 

Heavy Los in Apples. 

The apple crop, a total loss in Cen- 
tral Tilinois, may be found the same in 
all Illinois. Iowa strawbérries are said 
to have’ been damaged 680 per cent. 

Ita 
many orchards had an early start and 
early fruit trees were in full blossom, 
while others were in frult. Frost at- 
tacked the crops in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, the Dakotas, Iowa and Missouri, 
killed all budding fruits and flowers, 
and injured vegetables and shade trees.
